Copyrighted, 1897, by the Associ- 
ated’Press.} The African situation has 
been aggravated by the French sémix | 
official note, made public on Tuesday } 
last, and reading: “The news from 
West Africa foreshadows great diffi- 
culties at Nikki’and in Borgu. The 
Niger Company (British) is sending 
officers there to incite rebellion and dis- 
tribute arms to the natives. In view 
of this situation French troops have 
been dispatched to the distriet from 
Senegal, as a preventive. measure. 
Moreover, the British negotiators fora 
settlement of the Niger question have 
been in Paris for over a week, and 
everything points to Great Britain seek- 
ing to let matters drag. Seemingly 
ghe does not intend to discuss the ques- 
tion, but means will undoubtedly be 
found to foil these tactics.” 

Then the situation was further ag- 
gravated by the reply of the British 
Colonial Office, issued the same day, de- 
claring that there did not seem to be 
any reasonable fear of complications at 
Nikki, capital of the Borgu territory, 
“provided the French government be- 
haves reasonably.” 

“It was added, however, at the Colo- 
nial Office that Great Britian has taken 
the determination to more effectively 
police her territories, and if the French 
persist in trespassing complications will 
naturally arise.

The Employers’ Liability Bill, which 
Was adopted on Thursday by the 
French Chamber of Deputies, is of a 
drastic character. It imposes upon the 
employer the payment of an indemnity 
to workmen who are accidentally dis- 
abled if they are made idle for over 
four days. If a workman is disabled 


) for ten days, the employer must pay 


him a pension of two-thirds of his 
Wages lost, and in the case of partial 
disablement the employer must also 
pay him ,two-thirds of the wages 
snore fest. In the case of tempo- 
rary disablement the employer must 
pay half the wages the workman 
thereby lest, and in the case of death 
by Accident, the employer must pay a 
pension to the workman’s widow 
‘amounting to 20 per cent. of the wages 
earned, in addition to 15 per cent. fora 
single, child, rising to 40 per cent. for 
four children, until they reach the age 
of 18. In the case of orphans, the pen- 
gion to be paid by the employer is 20 

r cent. of the wages formerly earned 
‘by thé workman, for each child up to 
a total of 60 per cent. In the case of 
‘*pachelors supporting their parents, the 
4ndemnity goes to the parents. In or- 
Ger to secure these payments, even in 
the event of employers’ insolvency, the 
‘bill compels employers to insure their 
‘Workmen against accident.

FROM DIABETES.

Sweetness Palls the Appetite of the 
New German Ambassador to the 
United States. 


HE IS TIRED OF THE SUBJECT.

BUT IS BOUND TO GIVE IT HIS 
ATTENTION, 


Tariff and the Samoan Quéstion are 
Special Objects of His Mission. 
The Kaiser Abhors Press 
Criticism. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] =~ ; 
BERLIN, Oct. 30.—[By Atlantio Ca- 
ble. Copyrighted, 1897, by the Associ- 
ated Press.] The new. German Ambas- 
sador to the United States, Dr. von 
Helleben, recently Prussian Minister 
to Wurtemberg, and formerly (1892-93) 
German Minister to the United States, 
left Berlin on Wednesday last to 
spend a fortnight on his family’s es- 
tate previous to his departure, for 
America on November 9. He has re- 
ceived several very unusual marks of 
distinction and confidnce from the Em- 
peror during the week, and the King 
of Wurtemberg has conferred his 
highest decoration upon him, the Grand 
Cross of the Order of the Crown. Be- 
fore Dr. van Helleben left the city he 
was interviewed by the correspondent 
of the Associated Press, as his mission. 
is of special importance, in view of. 
several questions in which the two 
countries are involved, notably the tar- 
iff and the Samoan question. In the 
course of this conversation the newly 
appoiffted Ambassador said: 
“I wonder I have not got diabetes. 
I have been dosed with sugar in Ber- 
lin. I mean, of course, the remon- 
strance of our Sugar men against the 
unfavorable sugar imports provision of 
the Dingley tariff. and explanations 
and technical discussion on that topic, 
that I have had to listen to at the va- 
rious ministries. The sugar question, 
I am sure, is what inte: ‘ts us most. 
vitally, and strikes us the hardest in 
the new tariff, and against that branch 
of our existing treaty with the United 
States vigorous protests will, of course, 
be renewed. As yet it is too early to 
tell exactly in which branches of in- 
dustry the Dingley tariff most affects 
German exports. Another three months 
must elapse before that can be deter- 
mined, but I am quite certain that 
many of its provisions hit us hard. 
These questions I consfder, and so does 
my government. as being of the first 
importance. The Samoan and other 
questions are comparatively secondary. 
It is ‘fortunate that the United 
States is represented by so able and 
well-meaning a man as Mr. White. In 
going to America I go to a field I know 
by previous experience, with the best 
of intentions, and by that I mean the 
intentions of my government as well.” 
As to what his instructions were re- 
garding the conclusion of reciprocity 
treaties with the United States, Dr. 
von Helleben would not give a direct 
answer, but he intimated that in a 
general way he was instructed to open 
negotiations. He said he was person- 
ally acquainted with both John A. 
Kasson, the new-special commissioner 
on reciprocity treaties, appointed by 
President McKinley, and Mr. Kas- 
son’s secretary, Chapman Coleman, for 
many yea secretary of the United 
States legation in Berlin. The new 
Ambassador is in vigorous health, and 
is prepared to enter upon a hard siege 
for his countrv’s sake. 


In the meanwhile, the German gov- | 


ernment has continued to ignore the 
announcement made by the United 
States embassy that the latter is ready 
to open negotiations on the subject of 
recivrecity, and neither has the govern- 
ment replied to the protest of the 
United States embassy against the ex- 
clusion from Germany of American live 
cattle and fresh beef. The embassy, in 
fact, expected no direct answer to 
either of these representations, but it 
believes Dr. vcn Helleben will carry 
with him the answers. 3 

At the request of the Foreign Office, 
Consul-General Goldschmidt has fur- 
nished ecmptete figures regarding the 
exports to the United States during the 
past two trimestres. In regard to the 
cemand of the German bicycle manu- 
facturers for an increase in the duty on 
American wheels, the corresponiJent 
of the Associated Press understands 
that a movement is on foot to comply 
with it. Hitherto American wheels 
have been admitted into Germany un- 
der the tariff schedule governing im- 
ports of iron and steel, while in’ the 
near future they will be under a re- 
clagsification, graded as vehicles, on 
which duty may be put as high as 150 
marks. 

In connection with the Bavarian 
Diet’s motion to eliminate the most 
favored-nation clause of the treaty 
with the United States, it is pointed 
out that the Bundesrath alone has the 
power to settle the question, and re- 
port also credits the Rundesrath with 
favoring the abrogation, but thus far 
Prussia opposes it, in spite of strong 
Agrarian pressure, while Saxony and 
Bavaria and some of the smaller States 
favor the abrogation. The Liberal and 
commercial newspapers declare such a 
step would be deplorable, and refer to 
the renewed demands of the United 
States for the withdrawal of the pro- 
hibition against importation of Amer- 
ican beef as being a piece of impu- 
dence. 

The court of last resort has declared 
the Prussian government’s recent ac- 
tion in dissolving meetings at which the 
Polish language was used to be uncon- 
stitutional and illegal. 

The national congress of German 
journalists and writers at Leipsic has 
petitioned the Reichstag to change the 
existing laws s0 as to prohibit the 
present mode of punishing press of- 
fenders by treating editors as common 
malefectors on a par with thieves and 
murderers, keeping them in chains and 
dungeons and giving them the same 
fare as common criminals.

Emperor William for some. time past 
has been greatly incensed at the unfa- 
vorable comments made ih’ the Amer- 
ican and British newspapers upon his

BUICIDE OF A GIRL STUDENT AT 
BERKELEY. 

Anna Blythe Hollywell of Rediands 


Took a Dose of Morphine | 
and Died. 


TRAGEDY DUE TO LOVE AFFAIR 


MYSTERIOUS LETTER, TELEGRAM 
AND PACKAGE, 


Suicide of a Portland Woman in 
San Francisco—Sensational Shoot- 
ing Affray at Spokane—The 
Valley Road. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

OAKLAND, Oct. 30.—Miss Anna 
Blythe Hollywell, a comely member of 
the class of 1901, University of Califor- 
hia, whose home is in Redlands, com- 
mitted suicide in a room at No. 2165 
Center street, Berkeley, at an early 
hour this morning by means of mor- 
phine. The young woman, for the past 
week, has been depressed in spirits, 
but studiously concealed from her as- 
Bociates all knowledge of what caused 
her depression. Last night about 9 
o’clock she was heard heavily breath- 
ing in her room by Miss H. E. Durgin, 
sister of the proprietor of the house. 
Miss Durgin entered the girl’s room 
and found Miss Hollywell unconscious. 
Miss Durgin saw that the girl was in 
a dangerous condition. Several physi- 
cians were summoned. The first to ap- 
pear, Dr. Hoagland, pronounced the 
Case one of poisoning, and this fact 
was substantiated by the finding of a 
partly-used bottle of laudanum and a 
box containing morphine. The doctors 
worked on the girl until 1:30 o’clock 
this morning, when she died. The re- 
mains were taken to the morgue. 

The suicide was undoubtedly occa- 
sioned by an affair of the heart. This 
is shown by a letter dated San Fran- 
cisco on the 23d inst., which told of a 
love affair between the girl and a 
young man named Arthur, but the 
family name is not given. It shows 
that on the day in question Arthur 
died, and the writer of the letter asks 
the girl to bear up under her sorrow. 
The note shows that there must have 
been an estrangement betweeh the 
young people, because the writer, who 
Signs the name of Elis R. King, says: 
“He wanted to ask you himself if you 
would not; now he’s dead. Wear the 
ring you refused to wear while alive 
as a token of forgiveness and recon- 
ciliation. He wished me to say there 
would be nothing binding in it. He 
freed you from all promises and asked 
to be remembered only as a friend.’ 

Last Monday she received a tele- 
gram from San Francisco, which was 
signed by R. J. Blythe, and read as fol- 
lows: “All over. Do not come now. 
Died yesterday.” That night the girl 
was found unconscious in her room 


from a dose of morphine, but was 
taken out of her stupor soon after be- 
ing found. 


The parents of the girl have been 
notified by telegraph, and the father 
wired that he would come to Berkeley 
this afternoon. An inquest will be held 
this evening. 


SHROUDED IN MYSTERY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 30.—The sui- 
cide of Miss Anna B. Hollywell at 
Berkeley today is shrouded in mystery. 
None of the persons from whom she 
received letters or telegrams can be 
traced in this city, nor do the people 
with whom she resided know anything 
of outside acquaintances. 


UNDOUBTEDLY SUICIDE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

OAKLAND, Oct. 30.—Prof. Paget of 
the State University, mentioned in the 
letter, says he knows nothing about 
the affair, and has not heard of any 
young man dying recently. He did not 
know Miss Hollywell. Paget has no 
brother, Louise Gardner, an intimate 
friend of the dead girl, knows nothing 
of any love affair. Miss Hollywell ob- 
tained morphine from Kelsey’s drug 
store under the name of Miss La- 
Blanche. Morphine which was obtained 
by an unknown elderly woman from 
another drug store was also found in 
the girl’s room. A package arrived at 
Berkeley postofitce today for Miss 
Hollywell, and which presumably con- 
tains a ring. There is no doubt that 
the girl committed suicide. 


NO APPARENT MOTIVE. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

REDLANDS, Oct. 30.—W. C. Holly- 
well received a telegram this morn- 
ing stating that his daughter, Anna 
Blythe Hollywell, died at Berkeley 
from an Overdose of medicine. She was 
19 years old, and was a graduate of the 
Union High School of Redlands, class 
of '97, and was second in a contest for 
a prize essay on the Indian question. 
This was her first term at the State 
University. She was very studious, 
modest and retiring; had no gentle- 
men friends of close acquaintance. Her 
father attended the Grand Lodge of 
Foresters in San Francisco two weeks 
ago. He left her in good health, com- 
fortably located and with sufficient 
means. A letter received from her last 
night said she was well. Her father 
thinks she may have taken an over- 
dose of a sleeping draught. There is 
nothing to account for the suicide. Mr. 
Hoilywell leaves for Berkeley tonight, 


LOSERS KICKING, 


Much Dissatisfaction Over the Wal- 
cott-Lavigue Fight.

Two Large Contracts to Be Let This 
Week.

SAN. FRANCISCO, Oct. 30.—Vice- 
President Watt and his associate direc- 
tors in the Valley Railroad Company 
have practically completed arrange- 
ments to let two large contracts this 
week on the line from Stockton to 
Point Richmond. One of these con- 
tracts will be for the construction of 
a tunnel some 6200 feet long through 
the Contra Costa hills, and the cost 
of the work will be something like 
$800,000. It is the intention to have a 
day and night force put to work bor- 
ing the tunnel.

This means 
that the contractors will have to av- 
erage twelve feet of excavation every 
twenty-four hours.

The other large contract that 
will probably be let this week, will 
call for the erection of a steel viaduct 
across one end of the Alhambra Val- 
ley in Contra Costa county. It will be 
some 1500 feet. long, and will probably 
be manufactured in the East. Its lo- 
cation will be east of the mouth of 
Franklin Cafion.

Counterfeit Dollars Circulated at St, 
Louis That Are Worth More 
Than the Genuine Coin—The 
Government Investigating, 


[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS, Oct. 30.—Counterfeit sil- 
ver dollars of greater weight and fine- 
ness than those turned out from Uncle 
Sam’s mint are the latest in the coin- 
maker’s art. For the last -week St. 
Louis bank tellers have been accepting 
the counterfeits in question without 
hesitation. It was only when they 
reached the St. Louis sub-treasury that 
their spurious character was deter- 
mined. United States Treasurer Small 
sent one to the Director of the Mint 
for assay. According to Col. Small, the 
coin weighs 13% grains more than the 
genuine, which weighs 412% grains. Its 
fineness is 94 per cent., while that of 
the genuine is but 90 per cent.

SENSATIONAL STABBING AFFRAY 
. IN A COURTROOM, 


~ 


Dist.-Atty. Raker of Modoc County 
Stabbed Five Times by Ex-Su- 
perior Judge Harris During the 
Trial of a Case. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

REDDING, Oct. 30.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] Dist.-Atty. Raker and ex- 
Judge Harris were principals in a sen- 
sational stabbing affray in the Su- 
perior Court room at Alturas, Wednes- 
day morning. Raker was stabbed by 
Harris five times before Sheriff Cum- 
mings could séparate them. 

A criminal action was on trial. 
Dist.-Atty. Raker, when questioning a 
witness, was isterrupted with an ob- 
jection from Attorney Stewart, oppos- 
ing counsel. The Objection was sus- 
tained. The District Attorney then 
commenced to heap abuse on the head 
of ex-Judge Harris, connected with the 
case, The presiding Judge warned the 
District Attorney to desist, but in- 
stead of obeying, he intimated. that 
Harris had assaulted a woman on the 
street with immoral purpose, conclud- 
ing by saying pointedly, “Harris laid 
hold of a woman on the street, and I 
can prove it.” 

Harris sprang to his feet, and point- 
ing his finger at the District Attorney, 
said: “But I never seized hold of an 
innocent girl in my own house,” allud- | 
ing to’the fact that Raker was lately 
acquitted of a charge of rape. 


Raker then rushed at. Harris, .Sher- |. 


iff Cummings sprang forward but. be- 


fore he could reach the combatants | 


they had closed in a desperate fight. 
Raker struek at Harris, and the latter 
whipped otit a pocketknife and slashed 
the District Attorney five times, the 
most effective blow striking Raker -at 
the corner of the meuth, passing 
across his cheek and neck, and lay- 
ing open the cheek to the bone. Be- 
sides. a severe scalp wound and an 
ugly gash.in the hand, Raker received ' 
two stabs in the chest. The latter 
wounds are superficial. 

Raker is connected by 
marriage with Judge E. V. Spencer. of | 
Lassen county. Ex-Judge Harris is a 
noted character of Modoc county and 
years ago was Superior Judge of that

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 30.—A _ spe- 
cial to the Call from Redding says 
that a sensational stabbing affray took 
place within the bar of the Modoc 
county courtroom at Alturas on 
Wednesday. Dist.-Atty. Raker was 
stabbed wth a pocketknife by ex-Judge 
Harris five times before Sheriff Cum- 
mings could separate them.

‘the progress of a trial in the Superior 
Court, Raker and Harris got -into a 
wordy altercation in which there were 
mutual insinuations of immorality.

ENGLISH SYNDICATE’S CINCH. 


-- 


‘Control of the Revenues of Santo 
Domingo for a Century. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Accofding 
to a message just received at the De- 
partment of State from Consul Powell, 
‘dated at Port Au Prince, October 11, an 
English syndicate has secured charge 
of the customs revenue of the republic 
of Santo Domingo for a period of 100 
years, by making a loan of $7,500,000 t 
the local government. 
According to the terms of the loan 
the syndicate takes charge of the cus- 
tomhouses of the republic, receives 
‘and collects all duties on imports and 
-_ exports and pays over to the govern- 
ment a certain percentage of the reve- 
nue thus derived for the current ex- 
penses of the government. This syn- 
dicate agrees to pay all the outstand- 
ing obligations of the government and 
to pay the amount of the debt owed to 
the American syndicate that at present 
holds control of the customs revenues. 
They are also given control of the rail- 
road running to Puerto Plata, and au- 
thority to build such other railroads as. 
they may desire. The government con-| 
ceded .to.them the right to make im- 
provements as. the exigency of the case 
may warrant. It is. also stipulated 
that the government shall not seek to 
acquire another loan from any ° source 
under five years. The bonds of this 
syndicate are for £100 at 6 per cent. in- 
terest. 
Mr. Powell adds that the English 
Consul left on the morning of the date 
of his letter on the steamer to sign 
the protocol of agreement on the ’part 
of the syndicate. Mr. Powell also ex- 
presses the fear that some concessions 
have been made on the part of Presi- 
dent Hereaux that the English govy- 
ernment shall secure quasi possession 
of Samana Bay.

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Oct. 26, 1897. 
LL THE forces of exploration 
are being massed for the icy 
north. The proceeds of Nansen’s 
lectures in this country will go 

into a new expedition to reach the 

North Pole. Lieut. Peary has his fund 

of $150,000 made up, and is making his 

arrangements to start on a five. years’ 
race from Northern Greenland. Well- 
man, the newspaper man, has 100 dogs 
in training in Norway, and his expedi- 
tion will be ready to start -in the 
spring. In the meantime the man who 
has perhaps done more than any other 
now living to increase our knowledge 
of polar matters, is working away 
quietly here at Washington, attend- 
ing to his official duties at the War 

Department and devoting his leisure 

to writing books on a, variety of sub- 

jects. I refer to Gen. A. W. Greely, 
whose party made the land point farth- 
est north that has yet been attained. 

Nansen drifted nearer the pole, 

he was upon the water, and for prac- 


little value. For three long years Gen. 
lived almost under the shadow 


a shadow. Surrounded by ice and snow 


surroundings. He had the finest scien- 
tific instruments. His library contained 
the best works of former explorers, 
and his knowledge of the Arctic re- 
gions was soaked into him, as it were, 
in such a way that today his author- 
ity upon polar matters is unsurpassed. 


HOW GREELY SUFFERED. 
Gen. Greely is now 53 years of age. 
He is tall, straight and fine-looking, 


his black beard and hair just beginning 
to show their first gray strands. Look- 


he had gone through some of the most 
terrible experiences known to man. He 
was 37 when he was started for the 
pole, to be gone two years. He went 
with the understanding that he was 
to be relieved at the close of that time, 
and he took with him only stores for 
twenty-seven months. The two years 
ended and no expedition came. Gree- 
ly’s stores were about used up and still 
no expedition. The party then started 
southward to find a place for winter 
quarters until the following summer 
could bring a ship. They drifetd in the 
Arctic waters of Smith’s Sound for 
thirty days on an ice floe,.and when 
they went into camp at Cape Sabine 
they had only six weeks’ provisions to 
lagt them for six months. As time 
went on their rations got lower and 
lower. They soon became so small that 
only the hardiest could survive. There 
were twenty-five in the party when 


| they sailed from St. John in 1881. Only 


seven were left when they were res- 
cued by Capt. Schley in 1883, and these 
seven were so far gone that had Schley 
arrived two days later all would have 
been dead. During their last days the 
men lived by boiling their sealskin 
boots and clothing. They ate moss and 
shrimps and of these were allowed only 
enough to sustain life. The diary of 
that starving time has been given to 
the world, and Gen. Greely has told 
how his men died, one after another, 
and how one of them had to be shot 
by his order in order to save the lives 
of the rest. | 

HOW PROLONGED COLD SAPS HU- 

MAN VITALITY. 

I met Gen. Greely in the library of 
the War Department yesterday. The 
subject of Peary’s new scheme came 
up, and I asked Gen. Greely as to 
whether a white man could stand five 
years of ‘Arctic exposure, saying 
that I supposed he would be less able 
to resist the intense cold from year to 
year. Gen. Greely replied: 


shores of the Arctic Ocean, but I think 
a man could stand it that long, al- 
thaugh I believe he would be able to 
do less work as time went on. We 
were not so strong the second year as 
‘we were the first. Still we had learned 
how to use our energy better by the 
experiences of the first year, and 
through that knowledge were able to 
do quite as much the second and third 
years of our stay as at the beginning. 
From the point of experience Lieut. 


be worth quite as much as the first 
and second.” 

“Were you able to work all the time 
you were in the Arctic regions, gen- 
eral ?’’ 

“Yes, as long as our food held out. 
During the last few months we were 
so weak that no one could do much. 
I was very systematic in my work, and 
I tried to make my men so. I had to 
keep them busy in order to prevent 
them from getting sick. I had to study 
each man, and to see that those who 
needed exercise got it. Some of the 
party were rather lazy. I could not 
tell them that I wanted them to work 
merely for the sake of exercise, for if 
I had done so they would have thought 
that there was already something the 
matter with them. I simply gave di- 
rections to the officers to give them cer- 
tain kinds of work out of doors, and in 
this way kept them in good physical 
condition.” | 
LIFE UNDER THE SHADOW OF 

THE POLE. 

“Tell me, general, how you managed 
about sleeping during the Arctic nights 
and days. How could you arrange to 
take only so much sleep when it was 
dark for four months at a time, and 
how, when the sun shone for months 
without setting.” 

‘We had regular times for sleeping,” 
replied Gen. Greely. ‘Our retiring 
hour was 11 o’clock, and by that time 
every one was supposed to be in bed. 
Some of the men acted a good deal 
like children in such*matters. They 
wanted to stay up, and when the time 
for rising came they wanted to remain 
in bed. During the second year I is- 
sued an order prohibiting the men from 
lying in bed) between 8 a.m. and 3 p.m. 
We slept more during the second year 
than the first, my officers sleeping then 
from fourteen to sixteen hours a day. 
As for me, I slept only nine hours, but 
I found trouble in doing so.”

WHAT THE NORTH POLE IS LIKE. 

‘What do you suppose the north pole 
is like, general? Do you think there is 
any land there?” 

“T have no doubt,” said Gen. Greely, 
“that there is somewhere in the vicinity 
of the north pole a considerable tract 
of land. There is reason to believe that 
it is covered with ice at least a half 
mile thick at the edges, and it may be 
several miles thick at the center.” 

“Why do you think that?’ I asked. 

“It is evident*that that is the case 
from the icebergs which float about 
in the Arctic Ocean. There are differ- 
ent kinds of icebergs, just as there are 
different kinds of coal. You can tell 
the difference between a piece of bi- 


tuminous coal and one of anthracite.

“IT don’t know about that,” replied

bread pills and meat essences. The 
stomach has to have something to fill 
it in order that it may do its work 
properly. Condensed: foods are very 
well for a spurt, but they will not do 
for a steady diet for any length of 
time. If I were*going North again I 
should take a great deal of condensed 
milk and butter: We had plenty of 
butter for the first part of our stay. 
We carried it with us in tins, and found 
it very good. It might not have 
been so appetizing at home, but you 
can eat stuff in the Arctic regions that 
you would not touch here.” 
PROVISIONS FOR THE ARCTICS. 

“Tell me something as to what you 
took with you.”’ 

“Our stock of provisions was made 
up to last for two years. I had studied 


the subject, and I took a good list of 


supplies for that time. We had about 
a ton and a half each of condensed 
milk, butter and oatmeal. We a 
an 

condensed eggs. We had canned fruits 
and dried apples, peaches, grapes and 
raisins. I think -that tomatoes were 
our best vegetable, and we found: the 
apples and the peaches our best fruits. 
We had plenty of flour and some canned 
meats.” : 

“Did you have any fresh meat?’ 

“Yes, some; but if I were going again 
I should carry a great lot of fresh 
meat with me. It could be kept in 
refrigerators. We kept meat quite a 
long time. 
which we killed in Greenland in July 
formed good eating in June at Conger 
the next year. You need meat to feed 
your dogs. The dogs you have there 
do not like biscuits nor patent dog 
foods. They will not eat them unless 
they are half-starved, and it is very 
important in such explorations to keep 
up the strength of your dogs. As to 
cured meats, we found that bacon, 
ham, corned beef and pemmican were 
among the best.” 

“How about game; is there any 
chance of getting any in the regions 
about the pole?” 

“Yes, in the lands where we were 
we found quite a lot of game at certain 
times of the year. We killed during 
oug stay more than a hundred musk 
oxen, a number of seals, and about 
fifty ducks.” 

WOOLEN CLOTHING VS. FURS. 

“Suppose you were going again, gen- 
eral, what kind of clothing would you 
take ?”’ 

“T should use woolen cloth for many 
of my suits. I believe that wool is bet- 
ter than fur for many purposes, It is 
well to have an overcoat lined with 
dogskin. The best kinds of mittens are 
woolen ones. with sealskin mittens 
drawn over thém. We found that our 
best sleeping bags were made of buf- 
falo robes. We liked the ones in which 
two men could sleep best; as in these 
each man helped to keep his fellow 
warm.” 

NANSEN AND ANDREE. 

“tTas Nansen’s work really added to 
our knowledge of the polar regions?” 

“Not to any great extent,” replied 
Gen. Greely. ‘“‘Nansen floated along in 
the current that he thought existed, 
but the current did not carry him 
over the pole, as he supposed it would.” 

‘How about Andree and his balloon; 
do you think the reports which state 
that he has been heard from are true?” 

“No, I do not,” replied Gen, Greely. 
“The alleged message from Andree, 
supposed to have been sent from the 
balloon, was dated sixty-five days 
after he left. From this you would sup- 
pose that the balloon was still in the 
air at that time. Now, it is known 
that when Andree started he had only 
enough gas left to last twenty-six days, 


and you know he never expected the 


balloon to remain in the air for more 
than forty days. It might have stayed 
up that long under dhe best of condi- 
tions, but he lost a lot of gas at the 
start.

Well, it is just as easy to tell,the dif- 
ference between the different kinds of 
icebergs. The icebergs that come from 
the land about the pole are known as 
‘floebergs. They are made up as glaciers 


most flat. They are as a rule almost 
rectangular in shape. You can see 
from the strata of which they are made 
‘that they have been built up by the 
snow; falling year after year on an al- 
most level surface, and then freezing. 
The ordinary icebergs are different in 
Shape. They are not so flat. The floe- 
bergs, as a rule, are fresh-water ice- 
bergs, made by the melting and freez- 
ing of the snow. Some of. those floe- 
bergs are very thick. I have seen some 
which were more than nine t:undred 
feet in thickness. There are some of 
them which, according to the :cientific 
rule of estimating the size, must have 
been from two to three thousand years 
in forming. These icebergs have broken 
off of the edges of the polar ice cap. 
They have fallen down into the sea 
and the water there being very cold 
eg remain a long time-without melt- 
ng.”’ 

“Do you think any one could ‘live at 
the North Pole for any length of' time, 
general?” 

“I don’t see why he could not, if 
he had the provisions and* means of 
keeping warm.” 

WE HAVE GOT IT. 

‘““‘Where do you think the pole actu- 
ally is on that ice cap?’ 

“It is probably on the southern edge 
of it,” was the reply. “It is at any rate 
nearest the North American continent. 
I should say that the North Pole was 
on the American side of the earth.” — 

“What would be the advantage to 
the world of finding the pole?’ 

“I do not think there is any par- 
ticular advantage to be gained,” re- 
plied Gen. Greely. ‘“‘We really know 
just about where it is. The chief thing 
is to get to the point and to actually 
know what is there.”’ 
HOW TO KNOW THE NORTH POLE 

“Suppose you were at the North Pole, 
general. There is no special mark there; 
how could you know that you were ac- 
tually on the point?” 

“You could tell by the sun,” replied 
Gen. Greely. “At the North Pole the 
sun rises steadily from day to day for 
a part of the year. It then sets steadily, 
and goes on setting for another part of 
the year. It keeps on rising until noon, 
and after noon goes on rising without 
the least cessation. Anywhere else in 
the polar regions but at the pole itself 
the sun rises uatil noon, and then 
drops slightly before it goes on rising. 
You look at the sun at noon through 
your instruments, and keep on looking. 
Now, if there is the slightest fall, you 
know you are not at the pole, but if 
the rise is steady and unceasing you 
are sure you are just there.”’ 

“Suppose you were just 25 years old; 
general, and had your present knowl- 
edge of what Arctic experience is, 
‘would you feel inclined to try it 
again?” 

“T don't know whether I should or 
not,” replied Gen. Greely. “Yes. if I 
were that young, and had'the chance, 
I suppose I might again make the at- 
tempt.”’ 

“How did you come to go north?” 

“T went because it was in the line of 
my duty,” replied Gen. Greely. “I try 
to do what lies before me. This was 
offered, and I took it. I am, you know, 
in the service of the government. It 
is my business to obey orders. I do 
not have to look out for new fields 
of work. It is my business only to do 
to the best of my ability that which I 
am asked to do.” 

“The strain of those days must have 
been terrible, general. I suppose you 
still feel the effects of your priva+ 
tions.”’ 

‘“T have no doubt but that the experli- 


ence lessened my vital powers,’’ re- 
plied Gen. Greely. “It could not be 
but a great shock to the sysem. I 


think I have less reserve force than I 
used to have.” 

“How about the stories which have 
been recently published as to the find- 
ing of relics of your party evidencing 
cannibalism?” 

“Lieut. Peary has denied that state- 
ment. I have already told my story, 
and I don’t see how I ¢an put the

Greely said: ‘I made the order for his 
execution in writing and it was carried 
out. In looking back over my action, I 
have no reason to regret it, for I did 
the only thing that could be done under 
the circumstances. We were, you 
know, slowly starving to death. We 
had to portion out the food, and to eat 
very little. Henry wag stealing from 
the stock. He was detected again and 
again, but he still continued stealing, 
taking the little food that remained 
and hiding it away. The only chance 
of life for the party was that he be 
killed, and that soon, for he was al- 
ready stronger than any two of our 
party, and could have overpowered us 
had he wished. One of our chief arti- 
cles of diet at this time was sealskin, 
a little strip of which we had each 
day. After Henry was shot we found 
twelve pounds of sealskin hidden away 
among his things. He had a pair of 
my sealskin boots and other things 
belonging to other members of the 
party. These were articles of food, 
you. know, not clothme.” 

“Have you ever regretted that you 
went on the Arctic expedition, Gen. 
Greely ?” 

“No,”’ was the reply. “I am not one 
who thinks much about things after 
they have passed him. My interests are 
in the future, and what I can do now. 
I look upon my polar experience as 
only one of the episodes of my career. 
It was an interesting one, but it now 
belongs to the past.”

Disabled Postal Clerks,

_ WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Oct. 23.~ 
Postmaster-General Gary will, in his 
forthcoming report, renew the recom- 
mendation made by his predecessor 
that legislation be enacted looking to 
the provision of relief for disabled em- 
ployés of the railway mail service.’ Un- 
der present arrangements, a clerk so 
seriously injured while in the § dis- 
charge of his official dutfes as to in- 
capacitate him for hts regular tours 
of duty, is granted leave of absence - 
with pay in periods of not. exceeding 
sixty days, aggregating one year, un- 
less he recovers and is able to perform .- 
his work sooner. If unabtie to resume 


his duties at the expiration of the. 
year limit, he is separated from the 
service, With, the understanding that 


he may be reinstated at any time dur- 
ing one year from the date of his ree 
tirement, provided that a competent 
physician certifies that he is physically 
and mentally able to return to duty, 


While the Pe@stoffice Department is 
able to extend a measure of relief to 
clerks who are disabled, it unfortu- 
nately has no authority to extend as- 
sistanee to the families of the clerks 
who are killed while in the discharge 
of their duty. The department has 
repeatedly recommended that it be au- 


thorized to pay $1000 to the widow or 
minor children of each railway postal 
clerk killed while on duty, and that 
this sum be deducted from the fund 
arising from fines on clerks for 
breaches of discipline, ete. Postmaster. 
General Gary: will recommend legisla- 
tion which will enable the department 
to extend aid to widows and orphans, 
and to enlarge the relief it is now able 
to give to disabled clerks. ,

Four Per Cent. Interest Recom- 
mended by Finance Committee. 
The Finance Committee adopted 4a

CANTWELL CONVICTED. 


THE JURY SAYS HE KILLED MOL- 
LIE PHELAN. 


Charge Reduced to Manslaughter by 
the Prosecuting Attorney—Some 
of the Witnesses for the Prose- 
cution Appear for the Defense. 

Theodore Cantwell was found guilty 
of manslaughter by the jury last even- 
ing, having been tried upon a charge of 
murdering Mollie Phelan, a woman 
with whom he had been living at the 
Richmond House in this city. 

The crime for which Cantwell was 
convicted occurred on the morning of 
May 8 last. The Phelan woman was 
found dead in bed with bruises about 
her head and face. Cantwell was ar- 
rested upon suspicion. At the prelimi- 
nary examination it was held that the 
Phelan woman met her death by falling 
against the post of a bedstead, and a 
similar defense was made in the trial 
just ended. 

The trial was resumed for the prose- 
cution yesterday morning by Deputy 
District Attorney McComas, who called 
two witnesses in corroboration of testi- 
mony submitted the day before. The 
defense then took a turn. 

‘Attorney Phillips had promised the 
day before that his side of the case 
would be closed in an hour or two, but 
the examination of witnesses for the 
| defense took up the greater part of the 
day. Aside from the character wit- 
nesses, nearly every person called to 
the stand ‘in behalf of Cantwell had al- 
ready testified for the prosecution. 
Conspicuous among these was Mar- 
gareta Romorez who was one of the 
most valuable witnesses for the prose- 
ecution on Friday, but who, yesterday, 
turned out to be a very valuable wit- 
ness for the defense. The different

About 11 o’clock 
he heard a noise in the hallway, and 
went out to see what was the matter. 
Reaching the hallway, he saw his 
friend Gallagher, Mollie and a strange 
man, all engaged in a quarrel. Before 
he could reach them, the strange man 


forced her against the wall. Although 
Cantwell had béen living with the Phe- 
lan woman and had claimed, upon nu- 
merous occasions, marital relationship, 
his evidence did not show that he had 
gone to the woman’s assistance while 
a stranger’s hand was upon her throat. 
There was no cross-examination. 

The case was submitted to the jury at 
4:20 p.m., but a verdict was not reached 
until 8:30 last night.

THE TEJON PASS 
AND THE VALLEY ROAD CONNECTION. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times. | 


AKERSFIELD (Cal.,) Oct. 28, 

1897.—With the renewed proba- 

bilities of the extension of the At- 

lantic and Pacific road from Mo- 
jave to connect with the San Fran- 
cisco and San Joaquin Valley road at 
Bakersfield, a description of the route 
covered by the survey made some years 
ago by the Atlantic and Pacific road, 
will no doubt be of interest to the read- 
ers of The Times. I have passed over 
almost the entire route, and particu- 
larly through the Tejon Pass, many 
times. Sometimes on foot hunting deer, 
several times by wagon on trips 
through to Los Angeles, and once, 
when a party of surveyors was camped 
at beautiful old Ft. Tejon meadows, 
I had the pleasure of noting with an 
artist of the party the many beauties 
of the Cafion de las Uvas or Grapevine 
Cafion, as the early Spaniards called 
it, as compared with already famous 
mountain scenery, and we both agreed 
that in some respects Tejon Cafion 
was unsurpassed. 

From Rogers, a few miles below Mo- 
jave, the proposed line of the road 
runs out some distance from the moun- 
tains along the deal level of the des- 
ert, until, as it nears the upper end of 
the Antelope Valley, it begins a grad- 
ual ascent along the slope of the foot- 
hills, which, with many an undulation, 
reach back ‘from. Gorman’s Pass to the 
Coast Range on one side and to the 
Sierra Nevada on the other. Most of the 
country is barren desert, but along 
these slopes is a broad grain-growing 
belt, while on the hills of La Liebre 
feed thousands of cattle. Near Gor- 
man’s the line skirts around and 
through billows of lava and red clay, 
across little alkali lakes, with their 
ghastly white borders of borax and 
deep green patches of swamp grass, 
always climbing up by an easy grade 
to Castaic Valley and Lake. 

From the Castaic Valley in every di- 
rection are smaller valleys, most of, 
them already ocupied by settlers, and 
producing grain, honey, fine apples, 
cattle and hogs. Still back of these lie 
the rugged Frazier Mountains, where 
are some of the most reliable gold 
mines, and back along the line in the 
Liebre Mountains lie rich copper mines, 
said to have been first opened by the 
early Spanish explorers, and now only 
awaiting transportation to make them 
valuable. From Castaic Valley the Te- 
jon Pass leads down abruptly between 
the Sierras and the Coast Range to the 
broad valley of the San Joaquin. 

The ruins of old Ft. Tejon lie j 
the summit at the mouth of the pass, 
which pitches from here suddenly down 
to the great valley below. From the 
lake to the fort, for two or three miles, 
is a strip of deep-green marshy mea- 
dow, fed in perpetual youth and fresh- 
ness by innumerable springs which 
trickle from the soft brown breasts of 
the hills on é¢ither side. Nearing the 
fort, the gentle meadow shrinks to a 
narrow border of .green on a noisy 
stream, the brawling child of the quiet 
springs, and a long vista of giant oaks 
takes its place. 

No forests of Windsor or old English 
manor parks can equal the grandeur 
,of this approach to Fort Tejon, and 
‘these oaks with their background of 
mountains and vista of sky out in the 
great valley beyond. They are from 
- gix to ten feet in diamexer, and it is 
from thirty to forty feer to their first 
branches.- ~And they have a history, 
these oaks. Old and hoary were they 
when-in 1776 the mission fathers from 
the south first said mass under thetr 
shade. And what grander monument 
could there be than the one which 
bore on its blazed surface the cross 
and the inscription ‘“‘Peter Lebec, killed 
bp a bear, MDCCCXXXVII."? Who 
Peter Lebec was, netther history nor 
tradition relates; but the living monu- 
ment still stands, While under other 
oaks near by lie the crumbling slabs 
of granite which mark the graves of 
a later day, when Fort Tejon was gar- 
risoned and commanded the only gate- 
way between Northern and Southern 
California, then under Mexican rule. 

But to return to our line, {in the 
next two miles of whicn the greatest 
difficulties are to be met. In the fall 
of 1889 the surveyors of the Santa Fé 
system, which was planning the road 
through the pass, marked their line 
by a grade trail from this point out 
to the level of the valley. 

This trail. which was about four feet 
wide, is still quite distincr. It begins 
right on the floor of the cafion at the 
foot of the old fort stockade. Keeping 
its level, with but a slight down grade, 
it hugs the face of the mountain, now 
out on some rocky point, now darting 
away up some wide cafion for a cross- 
ing. and now projected across some 
narrow gulch, until suddenly it comes 
around the brow of the mountain, and 
there. a thousand feet below, rolls the 
Valley of the San Joaquin away to 
the north. Buena Vista Lake, to the 
northwest, catches the eye, and straight 
ahead the delta of Kern River spreads 
its hazy pattern of siiver and green. 
From here it is comparatively easy 
engineering to skirt the slope of the 
mountains, until a range of foothills 
“by easy grades leads out to the level 
of the valley. 

To any one who has been over both 
the Tehachepi and Tejon passes the 
constant wonder is that the Southern 
Pacific surveyors should have chosen 
the route they did instead of the 
Tejon. Ever since the first expedition 
of the Spaniards through this pass in 
177 to the establishment of the 
San Diego, Oregon and  over- 
land stage route, and the first trans- 
continental telegraph from St. Louis, 
Mo., to San Francisco, the stubs of the 
poles of which are still to be found 
along the sides of the cafion, down 
to the present, this has been consid- 
ered the easiest natural pass from the 
San Joaquin Valley to the south and 
east. 

‘The most potent influence which led 
the Southern Pacific Company to se- 
lect the Tehachepi Pass, even at a much 
greater cost, I learned from Gen. Beale 
in the summer of 1889 while he was on 
an extended visit to the Tejon ranch. 
When the promoters of the road be- 
gan to develop their plans, they made a 
very determined effort to get a large 
subsidy from Kern county, and it was 
due to the efforts of Gen. Beale that 
their schemes failed. In _ retaliation, 
and also having in mind that a line 
through the Tejon Pass would run for 
some forty miles on the grants owned 
by Gen. Beale, the promoters employed 
an expert, who spent @ year among 
the archives of the City of Mexico ina 
vain attempt to find some flaw which 
should break Gen. Beale’s title to the 
four grants over which the proposed 
line would pass. It can thus be readily 
seen that matters had come to such a 
condition as to render negotiations for 
so extended a right of way almost im- 

ible, so the Tehachepi route, which 
b rely touches the Tejon ranchos, was 
chosen. 
| About 1887 Gen. Beale 

the Santa Fé Company the entire 
right-of-way through the Tejon Pass, 
with the proviso that the line should 
be begun within three years, and that 
it should be maintained as a competing 
road. Financial embarrassment pre- 
vented the construction of the road in 
the time specified, and it was extended 
on the same terms. In 1891 another 
force of surveyors was sent out, who 
followed practically the same course, 
with the exception of crossing to the 
opposite side of the cafion and coming 
down into the valley back of a A 
R. Wilbur appeared as the

granted to 


chief promoter, but the Santa Fé was 
supposed to be the moving’ power, and 
when that company went into the 
hands of a receiver operations were 
again suspended. But the right-of-way 
was not abandoned, by any means. 
The last surveyors had barely left the 
field when there appeared an intelli- 
gent old gentleman named Woods, a 
brother-in-law, or some such relation, of 
Wilbur’s. Mr. Woods was very non- 
communicative, but he boarded at 
Rose’s Station and spent his days in 
Tejon Pass. Sometimes he called him- 
self a prospector, again he was there 
to look after the interests of Tejon 
ranch, but it was soon to be observed 
that he confined his prospecting almost 
entirely to the surveyor’s trail in the 
pass, that he was regular in reports to 
I. R. Wilbur, and if any surveyors ap- 
peared anywhere in the mountains the 
old man was aware of every move they 
made. A year or two ago he peti- 
tioned for, and had established, a post- 
office at Fort Tejon, calling it Lebec, 
with himself named as postmaster. In 
avery guarded way he has shown dur- 
ing his stay in the cafion some very 
fine specimens of polished marble, coal, 
and limestone, all of which he says 
may be found near the line which he 
has so zealously guarded for the last 
six years.

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL 
OFFICE OF THE TIMES, 
Los Angeles, Oct. 30, 1897. 
' BANK CLEARINGS. The bank clear- 
ings of the principal cities of the coun- 
try for the week ended yesterday show 
an average increase of 22.9 per cent., 
only five cities in the list showing a 
decrease from the corresponding week 
of last vear. Seattle leads the proces- 
sion, with the very large increase of 
12.5 per cent., and clearings amounting 
to $1,105,549, which is almost as large as 
the clearings of Los Angeles for. the 
week. This large increase is due to the 
influence of the Alaska gold excitement, 
Seattle having jumped into the posi- 
tion of the leading outfitting point for 
the Alaska trade, whereat the San 
Francisco people are quité indignant. 
Los Angeles shows the good increase 
of 50.7 per cent. for the week, with 
clearings amounting to $1,265,625. 


COMMERCIAL. 


THE WOOL MARKET. The course 
of the wool market has astonished all 
those who expected that the very 
heavy importations which were made 
just before the new tariff law went into 
effect would overstock the market and 
cause a glut. On the contrary, a very 
decided scarcity of wool has developed, 
and in some cases suitable stocks of 
wool are really difficult to obtain. 

It appears that the United States is 
able to consume a larger amount of 
wool than many people suppose; that 
is to say, when business is in a‘ sound 
condition.

WALNUT PRICES. The statement 
from Orange county that the price of 
hard-shell walnuts had been lowered at 
the meeting of the Walnut Association 
in Fullerton is said by the Tribune of 
that place to be a mistake. All of the 
hard-shell nuts have been sold at 7% 
cents, the price first fixed. It was 
found necessary, though, to lower the 
price of soft-shells to 8% cents, and it 
is probable that the paper-shells will go 
at 8 cents. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


STORING PETROLEUM. The bene- 
ficial effect of the coéperative move- 
ment among the local oil producers is 
already beginning to he manifest. It 
is announced that the Southern Pacific 
Company is arranging to purchase a 
large supply of petroleum from the 
Southern California oil wells, for use 
in locomotives in this section of the 
State. The company has an oil tank 

at Los Angeles with a capacity of 200,- 
000 gallons. At Indio a 50,000-gallon 
tank is being built. One is to be built 
at Crafton with a capacity -of 12,000 
gallons, and another of the same size 
at San Bernardino. At Yuma there is 
to be a 50,000-gallon tank, while at 
Summerland there will be one with a 
capacity of 30.000 gallons. 

The company has undoubtedly been 
led to make this provisions for storing 
oil on account of the belief that oil 
will not be any cheaper than it is to- 
day, owing to the agreement between 
the producers. 


THE HOME-PRODUCTS LAW. Re- 
ferring to a criticism in the Chicago 
Record on the law passed by the Cali- 
fornia Legislagjure, providing that pub- 
lis institutions shall give the prefer- 
ence to home products, the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin pertinently remarks: 


“The California proposition is noth- 


ing new. It is practiced by every State 
!n the Union. It does not taxe the prod- 
ucts of other States, nor in any way 
throw Obstacles in the way of their 
display in our markets. The proposed 
State law simply requires public insti- 
tutions which are supported by public 
money to give preference to home- 
made goods. What does this preference 
imply? Simply that when California 
products are offered of equal quality 
at the same price. the home product 
shall be purchased. The individual 
buyer is at liberty to pay more for 
eastern or foreign products if he wants 
to. The people of other States are not 
shut out of the California market. 
They sell their goods here on precisely 
the same terms as we sell in other 
markets. The people everywhere buy 
the goods that they think best worth 
the price asked. This State does not 
fear reprisals based upon this principle. 
We do not txpect eastern people to 
buy our fruit when they: have fruit of 
home production of equal quality and 
at equal price. Our fruit growers are 
content to hold the eastern market 
only as long as they can furnish a 
better quality of fruit than the east- 
ern market afferds.”’ 

& few days ago The Times published 
the law in question, from which it 
might be seen that home products are 
only to be favored, other things being 
equal. 

The amount of nonsense that has 
been written on this subject by east- 
ern journalists who do not ynderstand 
the facts of the case would fill a large 
volume.

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—There was lit- 
tle activity and small variation § in 
prices on the Stock Exchange today, 
except in a few special cases. Consol- 
idated Gas was the conspicuous fea- 
ture, with a break of 8 points to 194. 
The stock fell several points between 
sales on dealings in single lots of a 
hundred shares. The last sale was at 
a rally of 3 points. Consolidated Gas 
at 194 shows a fall of 47% points from 
the price on September 16, on which 
day it sold at 241%. Today’s slump was 
effected by the bears, with the pur- 
pose of uncovering stop-loss' orders. 
They argued that the result of Tues- 
day’s municipal election might be an 
organized agitation for ‘dollar Gas.” 
Union Pacific was heavy throughout, 
on rumors that the foreclosure sale of 
the property might be enjoined. The 
stock was over a point off at one time, 
but rallied %. Burlington alone of the 
list was-traded in to the extent of more 
than 10,000 shares. It was strong on 


lines, 

The strength of the market gener- 
ally was due to the closing up of con- 
tracts for the intervening holidays, 
which extend over to next Wednesday, 
as Monday’s transactions are expected 
to be insignificant, pending the results 
of the elections, and on account of. 
Monday being a: bank holiday in Lon- 
don. The substantial increase in loans 
of $5,025,125 shown in the day’s bank 
statement, is the first increase shown 
since. the statement of September 18. 
The ‘contraction in loans from that 
date upato October 23 was $17,638,300, 
made necessary by the sharp demand 
from the interior for money. Although 
there. has been active movement of 
currency from this center to St. Louis 
during the week, to move the cotton 
crop, the net movement has been this 
way, and that interior banks have 
more money than is needed is shown in 
the item of deposits, which have in- 
creased $8,874 000, representing in part 
the surplus fund of interior banks. The 
bidding for mercantile paper has con- 
tinued very active all week, interior 
banks continuing to offer funds in this 
department of the local money mar- 
ket. The increase in loans in the bank 
statement, while partly due to pur- 
chase of mercantile paper, is probably 
due for the most part to operations on 
account of the pending Union Pacific 
foreclosure sale. 

The Union Pacific has also been the 
overshadowing influence in the stock 
market, which has otherwise been ex- 
ceedingly narrow and entirely profes- 
sional. Some confusion has seemed to 
exist in the minds of holders of Union 
Pacific securities as to the effect of 
developments at Washington on their 
interests. But the week's net results 
show that they consider themselv>s 
substantially worse off than they were 
last Saturday. The stock fell 4% on 
Monday on the government’s an- 
nounced intention to postpone the fore- 
closure sale, it being feared that the 
whole plan of ‘reorganization was 
threatened. The Reorganization Com- 
mittee announced that it would bid

It was reported here 
yesterday that Acting Warden Edgar 
at San Quentin had refused to turn

cisco states that the Attorney-General 
has been consulted by Acting Warden 
Edgar, and that he has been advised to 
comply with the order of the San ‘Di- 
ego county court, and turn the prisoner 
over to Sheriff Jennings. Edgar him- 
self has been cited to appear here for 
contempt of court in not carrying out 
the order of the court by hanging 
Ebanks October 8 last, the day set for 
the execution. 

A message was received heré tonight 
from Sheriff Jennings stating that he 
had Ebanks in charge and was on his 
way to San Diego with him. .

square pit. Ten feet below the edge 
of the pit revolve immense iron rollers 
weighing 100 tons. The surface of these 
rolis are studded with teeth, and the 
space between them is less than a foot 
wide. Nevertheless a six-ton rock 
dropped into the pit passes between the 
rolis in lese than three seconds. Far 
down beneath these rolis is another set 
of smaller size, but nearer together, 
From the heavy rolls above the rock 
fails into this lower set and is crushed 
still smaller. It has not been reduced 
to pieces the size of a man’s fist, and 
from the lower set of rolls drops inte 
am elevator or endless conveyor which 
carries the pieces up to the top of an- 
other part of the building and dumps 
them into a shaft leading down to three 
more sets of rolls set directly deneath 
one another. As the rock passes through 
these rolls the latter are found to be 
placed nearer and nearer together un- 
til with the last or third set, the two 
rolls composing it are set tightly 
against each other, so that when the 
rock ultimately passes through, it hae 
been recuced to dust. 

One of the remarkable features of 
this immense crushing plant is that the 
crushing is done by the largest of what 
are known in “Edison” as 
rolia, and is not the 
sult of the energy of 
engine.

It may be said 
fn passing, inasmuch as it throws 4 
gide-licht on the character of the creat 
inventor, that Mr. Edison performed 
over sixty-six hundred experiments be- 
fore he struck upon the right adhesive 
material for use in binding the ore to- 
gether. 

The bricking machines are vimple- 
looking affairs, and, for the purpose of 
comparison may be said to ve -ust as 

' gimple in their appearance as is the in- 
candescent lamp. Like the !atter, how- 
ever, they passed through a multitude 
of changes before their final form was 
agreed upon. Ae is usually the case 
with inventions of the kind, this final 
form ia probally the sirmplest that 
could be devised, and in view of the 
cumbrous machines which were con- 
atructed and discarded in the courre of 
the evolution, one wonders that. this 
form was not thought of at once.

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CHEAP HOUSE BUILDING. 


What Can be Done With $1100 When 
Taste and Intelligence Are Used. 
[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES} 


It was in the neighborhood of the 
country house of the celebrated archi- 
tect Stanford White that we built our 
home, and where is the use, we rea- 
soned, of a famous neighbor if one can- 
not glean a hint or two from him? To 
be sure, we had only $1100, all told, to 
spend on our summer home, but this 
did not prevent our putting Ruskin’s 
advice to practical use by allowing our 
“roof to be very much in evidence,” 
causing it to slope down and form the 
roof of the verandah. We also followed 
the great painter's suggestion as to 
windows, by having only pointed ones, 
and so successful is the effect of these 
windows, we advise our friends to avoid 
square sashes. 

We have eight rooms, arranged after 
the following fashion: The parlor or 
living-room {#6f longish shape, occupy- 
ing the entire front of the house, ex- 
cepting the hall. The bay window is in 
the center, and is ample enough to 
make a delightful nook, with its well- 

dded seats and numberiess pillows. 

pposite this window is our pride, a 
large fireplace, whose depth gives two 
delightful alcoves, out of each of which 
latter open doors into dining-room and 
study, the latter necessary because the 
master is a parson. A fireplace in every 
room is one heart's desire, but as it 
cannot be afforded yet, we will save up 
for a picturesque chimney or two built 
outside. Wood is still cheap in this 
region, and even when not alight the 
open hearths look cheery with the logs 
all ready for the match, and are won- 
derful, as we all know, for ventilation. 
‘The bay window looks to the west and 
over the lake, consequently on a cool 
*vening we enjoy three pleasures at 
onee, the sunset, the view and the 
rearing fire.

WHAT MR. HAMBLEN SAYS. 

“I have heard it said that any brainy, 
hard-working, honest man is pretty 
sure to rise in the railroad business.

Z. When a written order was brought 
to him he would pretend that his hands 
were dirty, and ask some conductor to 
read it to him. Endowed with an ex- 
traordinarily retentive memory, he was 
able to follow all such orders in the 
minutest detail. 

Only once did he “slip up.” The con- 
ductor, being in a hurry, read a certain 
order wrongly. As a result our engineer ‘ 
mistook the point at which his engine, 
was to pass another train. That part 
of the road was single tracked, and a 
collision was only averted by the fact 
that the illiterate engineer saw the 
other engine’s smoke in the distance, in 
the hick of time. He was reported for 
that, and in the inquiry the secret of 
his inability to read or write was dis- 
covered. The company believed that 
he was one of the very best engineers 
on the road, and were loath to dis- 
charge him; so, after a brief, inglorious 
stay in the. yards, he was reinstated, in- 
structions being issued to all conduct- 
ors to read his orders to him until he 
had them by heart. That man is now a 
leading railroader, and only the other 
day I heard that some fun was occa- 
sioned at a directors’ meeting, when he 
was found endeavoring to read a _ re- 
port upside down. I don’t think that 
engineer would be possible nowadays. 
TRAIN DISPATCHER WHO READ 

' LATIN AND GREEK. 
“One of the surest and best train dis- 
patchers I ever knew used to read Latin 
and Greek for recreation. Of the other 
hand, I have known men whom educa- 
tion made restless in harness—above 
their work, as it were—and conse- 
quently foredoomed to failure. 
“As to what branch of the business 
to enter, I would advise the young man 
to choose the practical rather than the 


theoretical side of railroading. There 


is a common enough belief that office 
work, and consequently proximity to 
the ‘powers that be,’ helps a young fel- 
low along. Moreover, an impression 
prevails that road presidents and the 
like are mainiy recruited from the 
ranks of the clerks and office men. 
These are errors. The best way to get 
on in railroading is to learn how to 
run a train, instead of learning how to 
write about other people’s methods of 
running it. In the race between prac- 
tice and theory, practice wins by sev- 
eral lengthe. ree-fourths of the high 
and mighty magnates of our time are 
men who have risen from the ranks of 
the operating, engineering or machin- 
ists’ departments. 

A PRESIDENT WHO COULD NOT 

BE FOOLED. 

“Not long ago there came a new 
president to a certain railroad, The em- 
ployés poked one another in the riba, 
saying: ‘Here's a new man, bred up on 
red tape and with columns of figures 
where his thinking gear ought to be. 
Just you watch us bamboozle him.’ 

“Well, they started in to ‘bamboosie.’ 
They sent a deputation to call on the 
‘old man,’ with the idea of fooling him 
—inexperi red-tapist as he seemed 
to be—into granting certain impossible 
innovations. He heard them to the fin- 
ish, and then said: ‘Look here, you fel- 
lows, Just because I'm president of | 
thie road you needn't think to pull the | 
wool over my eyes. Let me tell you 


that I twisted switches before some of 
you were born, and that I know my 
business all through. You can’t fool 
me any.’ 

“I do not want to be quoted to the 
effect that the office men never ‘get on.’ 
Unfortunately they do. I have known 
many general superintendents, division 
superintendents, etc., who came from 
the offices, and very bad railroaders 
they made, as a rule, Nepotism is, of 
course, a factor. Railroad magnates 
often give their relatives the preference 
on the roads. But practical young men, 
without any high connections, have al- 
Ways one consoling thought. A com- 
pany will not be likely to put in a po- 
sition of responsibility any person, no 
matter who his father may be, who 
doesnot possess capacity, or whose 
weakness is liable to hurt the road. 
Biood may be thicker than water, but 
dividends are thicker than both to- 
gether. 

A SCHOOL OF RAILROADING. 

“Young men are entering the service 
of the railroads at an earlier age every 
year. It has become a custom in the

“Team’’ work, interference, and even tackling, have been reduced 
to such a science that the only way a man can distinguish himself, or hope to reach the ‘var- 
sity, is by making the most of the part he has to ptay~in the machine. : | | 

This new method not only deprives the player of the opportunity to gain personal glory, 
but also robs the game itself of the spectacular features which make it so popular with those 
other than college enthusiasts, The dangers, at the same time, are increased rather than 
lessened; but the public, thirsting for gore, cannot tell whether a man is killed in one of the 
fierce, close plays, or is merely suffering from a broken leg or arm. 

The modern expert !ooks upon the present as the highest cevelopment of scientific foot- 


ball, and there is no spectacle more beautiful to him than that of a half-back following his 


interference, or a runner bucking the line for a gain of five or ten yards; but all this is lost 
upon the great majority of football patrons, who cannot tell a mass play from a foul tackle. 
Many of the old-school players advocate a return to the open game. They contend that 
the tackling in a clear field and the long runs, with the necessarily brilliant dodging, is not 
only as good football, but affords a more interesting play for the grand stand. The more rad- 
ical ones go so far even as to declare that the modern armor, with its padded breeches, shin 
guards and nose guards, is all nonsense, and if the men would discard them and return to the 
old jerseys and light breeches, they would put up a far better game of football. ; 
Although conditions make it well nigh impossible for the players of today to attain the 
personal notoriety which might have been his a few years ago, there are a dozen or more men 
representing the four big football colleges this year who, in the eyes of the undergraduates 
and the coaches, are every inch as big heroes asthe McCiungs, Heffelfingers, Lakes and 
Lees. As compared with former years, the number of veterahs who will take part in the big 
contest next month is low.

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HISTORIC SAN PEDRO. 


SCRAPS FROM THE OLD SEAPORT. :

IXTY-SEVEN years before Hen- 
drick Hudson discovered New York 
Bay, now the greatest commer- 
cial port of the new world, Ca- 
brillo, the discoverer of California, 
sailed into the Bay of San Pedro, He 
anchored his two ships, the San Sal- 
vador and La Vittoria, In its waters, 
September 8, 1542—three hundred and 
fifty-five years ago. It is not known 
whether he visited the main land. A 
dense cloud of smoke shrouded the 
waters of the bay and enveloped the 
headlands of the coast. From this he 
named it Bahia de Los Humos—‘The 
Bay of Smokes.” His stay was brief; 
he sailed northward along the coast 
as far as Cape Mendocino, then return- 
ing to the island now known as San 
Miguel in the Santa Barbara channel. 
He died there from the effects of a 
fall and was buried on the island. 

Sixty years pass and no ship's keel in 
all these years has cut the waters of 
the bay. Then in the Indian fisher- 
man sees mysterious objects approach- 
ing from the sea. These are three ships 
of Sebastian Viscaino’s ficet. They en- 
ter the bay and anchor in its waters, 
November 26, 1602. 

Whether the faulty reckoning of 
Cabrillo left Viscaino in doult of the 
points named by the first discoverer, 
or whether it was that he might re- 
ceive the credit of their discovery, Vis- 
ecaino c the names given by Ca- 
brille to t islands and bays along 
the coast. Ban Miguel of Cabrillo be- 
came San Diego—named for Viscaino's 
flagship; San Salvador and La Vit- 
tora became Santa Catalina and Cle- 
mente; and Cabrillo’s Bahia de Los 
Humos appears on Viscaino's map as 
the Ensenada de San Andrese—the bay 
or cove of @t. Andrew. But in the de- 
scription of the voyage compiled by 
Cabera Buena it is named Bahia de 
fan Pedro. it is not named for the 
apostic St. Peter, as is generally sup- 
posed, but for Bt. Peter, Bishop of 
Alexandria, Whose day in the calendar 
is November 26, the day of the month 
Viscaine anchored in the bay. 

St. Peter, Bishop of Alexandria, lived 
in the third century after Christ. He 
was beheaded by order of the African 
preconsul Galeriue Maximus, during 
the reecution of the Christians un- 
der the Roman Emperor, Valerian. The 
ae a. his death was November 26, A.

hen all the goods had been landed, 
Basinos and his men siezed the super- 
cargo and three of the sailors and de- 
tained them as hostages, while the re- 
mainder of the boat's crew was sent 
to the ship with a demand for $1000 
as a ransom for the prisoners. While 
negotiations were pending the guards 
were sampling the liquors, which were 
part of the boat's cargo. The guards 
became stupidly drunk, and the pris- 
oners made their escape. The affair 
came to the ears of the revenue offi- 
cials. Basinos and Alanis,were ar- 
rested and sentenced to sfx months’ 
imprisonment in the Los Angeles jail, 
and condemned to pay a heavy fine to- 
ward the building of the Plaza Church, 
To punish the smugglers the boatioad 
of goods was confiscated. 

After the smugglers came the hide 
droghers, There were vessels fitted out 
in Moston, and freighted with assorted 
cargoes to exchange for hides and tal- 
low. The embarcadero of Ban Pedro 
was the principal enterpot of this trade. 

The news ot the arrival of a trading 
veseel on the coast spread with almost 
telegraphic rapidity. “O the arrival of 
a new vessel from the United States,” 
says Robinson, “every man, woman, 
boy and girl took a proportionate share 
of interest as to the qualities of her 
cargo. If the first inquired for rice, 
sugar and tobacco, the latter asked for 
prints, siiks and satins, and if the boy 
wanted a Wilson's jack-knife, the giri 
hoped that there might be some satin 
ribbons for her. Thus the whole popu- 
lation hailed with eagerness an ar- 
rival. Kven the Indian, in his unso- 
phisticated style, asked for Panas, Col- 
vrados and abalaris—red handkerchiets 
and beads.” 

Robinson thus describes the methods 
of doing business at San Pedro in 1829: 
“After the arrival of our trading ves- 
sel, our friends came in the morning, 
flocking on board from all quarters; 
and seon a busy scene commenced, 
ailoat and ashore. Boats were passing 
to the beach, and men, women and chil- 
dren partaking in the general excite- 
ment. On shore all Was confusion. Cat- 
tle and carts laden With hides and tal- 
low, gente de ragon and Indians busily 
employed in the delivery of their 
produce, and receiving in revarn its 
value in goods. Groups of individuals 
seated around littie bonfires upon the 


‘ground, and horsemen racing over the 


plains in every direction.” 

“Thus the day passed, some arriving, 
some departing—tiil long after sunset, 
the low, white road leading across the 
plains to the town appeared a living 
panorama.” 

From the beginning of the hide- 
(about 1822) to the con- 
quest of California by the Americans, 
San Pedro was the most important 
commercial port of California. Few 
vessels visited the Coast without call- 
ing at it. Besides being the embar- 
cadero of three important missions— 
Ban Fernandes, Ban Gabriel and San 
Juan Capistrauo—it was the t of the 
largest town in California. nd on the 
artival of a merchant vessel it was the 
trading point of all the ranchers from 
San Kuena Ventura to Capistrano. 

The first shipwreck in fan Pedro Bay 
was that of the brig Danube of New 
York, on Christmas eve, 1828. In a 
terrific southeastern gaie she dragged 
her anchore, was driven ashore and 
wrecked. The crew and officers, twen- 
im number, were all saved, 

newe of the disaster reached Los 
Angeles, and a cavalcade of cabelieros 
quickly came to the assistance of the 
shipwrecked mariners. The query was 
how to get the half-drowned sallors 
to the blo—thirty miles distant—the 
onl oe where they could be housed 
onl fed.

The little island at the entrance to 
the inner bay has its history, and its 
legends. It is correctly laid down on 
Viscaino’s map, made nearly three hun- 
dred years ago, but not named. There 
are several legends extant to account 
for its gruesome name--Dead Man's 
Island. 

Many years ago, an old sailor, who, 
in his youth, had been engaged in 
hide droghing, gave me this story of 
the origin of the name. Whether 
founded on fact or merely a sailor's 
yarn, I cannot say. 

Away back in the early years of the 
present century, some fishermen found 
the dead body of an unknown white 
man on the island. There was evidence 
that the man had reached it alive; 
but probably too weak to attempt the 
crossing of the narrow channel to the 
mainiand, he had clung to the desolate 
island vainly hoping for rescue until 
hunger, thirst and exposure had put an 
end to his existence. It was supposed 
that he had fallen overboard from 
some smuggler, and been carried in 
by the tide. From the finding of the 
body on the island it was named Isla 
del Muerto, the Isle #f the Dead Body, 
or the Isle of the Corpse. Dana, who 
visited the Coast in 1835, in a hide 
drogher, gives this version of the ori- 
gin of the name: 

“The only other thing which broke 
the surface of the great bay was a 
small, dreary-looking island, steep and 
conical, of a.clayey soil and without 
the sign of vegetation, yet which had 
a pecular and melancholy interest, for 
on the top of it was buried the remains 
of an Englishman, the commander of 
a small merchant brig, who died while 
lying in this port. It was the only 
spat in California that impressed me 
with anything like poetic interest. 
Then, too, the man died far from home 
without a friend near him, by poison, 
it was suspected, and no one to inquire 
into it; ahd without proper funeral 
rites, the mate (as I was told) glad to 
have him out of the way, hurrying his 
body up the hill and into the ground 
without a word or a prayer.” 

U this island were buried the 
bodies of the six American marines 
killed at the battle of Dominguez 
Rancho, October 8, 1846. Each grave 
was marked by a wooden headboard 
long since decayed. The names of these 
men, who died in the service of their 
country, are forgotten, and their graves 
neglected. Bancroft gays the island, be- 
fore that time, was known as Isla de 
Los Muertos. From the plural use of 
the word,.if Bancroft is correct, there 
must have been more graves there than 
that of the English captain.” 

It is to be regretted that the trane- 
lating fiend has substituted gruesome 
Dead Man's Island for the euphonious 
and poetical Spanish name, Isia del 
Muerto, Isle of the Corpse, or Isla de 
Los Muertos, Isiand of the Dead. Why 
not restore its former name, or if too 
long and it is necessary to prefix isl- 
and, call it Los Muertos Island, which 
is only two letters longer than ite 
present ghastly name. In the eartier 
of Amertean occupancy and be- 
ore a cemetery was established on 
the mainiand at San Pedro, several

mounted Californians with one piece 
of artillery. a bronge four-pounder. 

gun wee larhed by rawhide thongs to 
the forward azle of a wagon, and 
drawn by riatas fastened te the rom- 
mele of the artilierymen'’s eaddiecs. 
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The gunners obtained the range by 
raising or lowering the wagon shafts. 
It was loaded with powder made at 
San Gabriel and balis beaten out of 
scrap iron. The gunners had neither 
lanyard or fuse to discharge: if so 
they touched it off with the lighted end 
of a cigarette. Never before was a 
battle fought and won with such an 
uncouth armament. 
The first shot fell short of the 
mark, and the sailors hooted in de- 
rision. "re next plowed through thetr 
ranks, killing and wounding several. 
Bach succeeding shot told on the solid 
ranks of the Americans. Mervine, 
finding that without artillery or cavalry 
he could accomplish nothing, ordered a 
retreat. The Californians had ex- 
hausted the ammunitien for their gun, 
and they too retreated. So this anom- 
olous battle énded with both victor and 
vanquished in full retreat. With six 
ghastly corpses piled on a creaking old 
carreta and the wounded borne on lit- 
ters, the Americans fell back to San 
Pedro. Mervine buried his dead on 
the Isla de Los Muertos—then in truth 
was it an Island of Dead Men. He 
embarked his troops on the Savannah 
and awaited the coming of Stockton. 
Stockton came, saw, but did not con- 
quer; at least not at that time, al- 
though he did ater. José Antonio 
Carillo; In command at San Pedro, to 
give Stockton an exaggerated idea of 
the military strength of the Califor- 
nians, had collected droves of wild 
horses from the plains; these his cab- 
elleros kept in motion, passing and re- 
pasting through a gap in the hills 
which was plainly visible from Stock- 
ton’s ships. Owing to the dust raised 
by the cavalcade it was impossible to 
discover that nearly all of the horses 
were rideriess. Stockton fired a few 
guns at the cavalcade, then appar- 
ently convinced that it would be itm- 
possible to capture California mustangs 
with a man-of-war, he hoisted his 
anchors and sailed away to San Diego, 
from which point he marched to cap' ure 
Los Angeles. The conquest of Califor- 
nia completed, the invading army took 
its final departure from &rn Pedro. 
Looking through the kaleidoscope of 
history there paes before us in the 
centuries since Cabrillo discovered the 
Bay of San Pedro, pictures of the many 
and varied sea-going craft of savage 
and civilized man that have floated on 
and cast anchor in its 
epths. 

e Indian's boleas of reeds, the log 
canoe, the bicara of the Aleut, the 
lancha, the paquebote, the caravel and 
the galeon of Spain, the sharp-keeled 
amueeier and the lumbering hide- 
drogher of Boston, the tatlow ships of 
Lima, the fragata negra of the priva- 
teer; the bark, the brig, the schooner, 
the clipper ship, the frikate, and the 
man-of-war—the steamsnhfp of modern 
commerce, and the steel-clad gunboat 
of modern warfare—all have come and 
gone: have sailed upon its waters, have 
anchored upon its bosom, have loaded 
and unloaded cargoes at its ports, with 
seldom a wreck or @ disaster. In com- 
ing yeara, when Huntington shall have 
ceased from troubling and Alger shall 
have done hie duty, may we not hope 
that the white salle of the world’s com- 
merce shall brighten ite waters, & 
the traffic of nations cover its wharves

O SEB a clear reflection of our 

real selves in the mirror of truth, 

not only as individuals, but as 
corporate associations, would, if 

we looked with conscientious and un- 
rejudiced vision, have_a tendency to 
indie in us a desire for reform, and 
the putting away of many evils which 
are altogether too prevalent among us. 

The tendéncy of humanity, even that

Harper’s Magazine has many att 
tions, among which are the 
“With the Greek Soldiers,” by Rich 
Harding Davis, the interesting tex 
which is supplemented by eleven il 
trations from photographs taken by the 
author.

Another article that will engage 
the close interest of the student is “The 
Century’s Progress in Biology,” by 
Henry Smith Williams, M.D. The 
whole number is more than readable.

The book, as the author states, is in- 
tended for the general reader and not 
for the.scholar or critic, and as he has 
affixed a list of his authorities, he is 
careful to state that these writings are 
not to be regarded as safe authorities 
on all the points upon which they 
touch. The caution is necessary, for 

robably there has not been any sub- 
ect on which there has been so much 
acrimony of feeling and downright lit- 
erary pugilism as that of linguistic 
studies—the controversy between Max 
Muller of Oxford and the late Prof. 
Whitney of Yale, for example. 


“Gleanings in Buddha Fields.’ 

This interesting book is from the pen 
of Lafcadio Hearn, lecturer on Eng- 
lish literature in the Imperial Univer- 
sity of Japan, who has already written 
some three or four books on the Land 
of the Rising Sun. It has, therefore, 
the rare merit of being a book regard~’ 
ing the people of a most interesting 
country, written by one who lives in 
their midst. Mr. Hearn is clearly in 
sympathy with the people, and his 
chapter “Out of the Street’? has some 
quaint selections of Japanese love 
songs. That on “Buddhist Allusions in 
Japanese Folk-song” has also a num- 
ber of quotations which seem. to dem- 
onstrate that the mysticism of Japan is 
even akin to that of Persia. In fact, 
some of the couplets are almost iden- 
tical with Persian verse. The most im- 
portant section of the work is-that which 
treats of Nirvana. There still widely 
prevails in Europe and America the 
idea that Nirvana signifies to Buddhist 
minds neither more nor less than abso- 
lute nothingness. Mr. Hearn says the 
idea is erroneous, and then at some 
length very clearly demonstrates that, 
after all, the western conception of 
this doctrine of the Buddhist is not 
very far beside the mark. The truth 
is, Guatama@ the Buddha, never de- 
fined N na, and consequently his 
followers have for many centuries fe- 
garded it as one of the mysteries of 
faith. Mr. Hearn says “if we declare 
that Nirvana means the extinction of 
individual sensation, emotion, thought 
and the final disintegration of conscious 
personality, the annihilation of every- 
thing that can be included under the 
term ‘I,’ then we rightly express one 
side of the Buddhist teaching.” This is 
what every western theologian under- 
stands by annihilation, and it seems al- 
most useless to discuss the question. But 
Mr. Hearn’s remarks on this subject 
are of peculiar interest, and are writ- 
ten by one who evidently understands 
the intricacies of Buddhist thought. 
The writer is quite correct in sayings 
that “our Occidental ideas of God an 
soul have simply no existence in 
Buddhist philosophy, their places being 
cecupied by concepts having no real 
counterparts in western religious 
thought.”

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[All literary England ‘is stirred to its 
depths by the appearance of the life of 
Tennyson, which has just been published 
bythe Macmillans. Happily indeed ifs the 
poet to have had such a biographe as 
his son, the present Lord Tennyson. 
The London Athenaeum has a most ap- 
preciative first notice of the two vol- 
umes, which we suspect has been writ- 
ten by Edmund Goss. The title is 
“Alfred, Lord Tennyson: A Memoir. 
By his Son,” and thus discourses the 
Athenaeum:] 

LL emotion—that of communities 

as well as that of individuals—is 

largely governed by the laws of 

ebb and flow. It is immediately 
after a national mourning for the loss 
of a great man that a wave of reaction 
generally sets in. But the eagerness 
with which these volumes have been 
awaited shows that Tennyson’s hold 
upon the British public is as strong at 
this moment as it was on the day of 
his death. This very popularity of his, 
however, has sometimes been spoken of 
by critics as though it were an im- 
peachment of him as a poet. “The 
English public is commonplace,” they 
say, “and hence the commonplace in 
poetry suits it.”” And no doubt this is 
true as a general saying, otherwise 
what would become of certain English 
poetasters who are such a joy to the 
many and such a source of laughter to 
the few? But a hardy critic would he 
be who should characterize Tennyson’s 
poetry as commonplace—that very po- 
etry which, before it became popular, 
was decried because it was merely 
“poetry for poets.” 

Still that poetry so rich and so rare as 
his should find its way to the heart of 
a people like the English, who have 
‘not sufficient poetic instinct in them 
to give birth to vernacular poetry,” is 
undoubtedly a striking fact. With re- 
gard to the mass of his work, he be- 
longed to those poets whose appeal is 
as much through their mastery over the 
more subtle beauties of poetic art as 
through the heat of the poetic fire; and 
such as these must expect to share the 
fate of Coleridge, Keats, and Shelley. 
Every true poet must have an indi- 
vidual accent of his own—an accent 


which is, however, recognizable as an-. 


other variation of that large utterance 
of the early gods common to all true 
poets in all tongues. Is it not, then, in 
the nature of things that, in England 
at least, “the fit though few’’ comprise 
the audience of such a poet, until the 
voice of recognized Authority proclaims 
him? But authority moves slowly in 
these matters; years have to pass be- 
fore the music of the new voice can 
wind its way through the convolutions 
of the general ear—so many years, in- 
deed, that unless the poet is blessed 
with the sublime self-esteem of Words- 
worth he generally has to die in the 
belief that his is another name “written 
in water.” And was it always so? Yes, 
always. England having, as we have 
said, no vernacular song, her poetry is 
entirely artistic, even such poetry as 
“The May Queen,” “The Northern 
Farmer,” and the idyls of William 
Barnes. And it would be strange in- 
deed if, until authority spoke out, the 
beauties of artistio poetry were ever ap- 
parent to the many. Is it supposable, 
for instance, that even the voice of 
Chaucer—is it supposable that even the 
voice of Shakespeare—would have suc- 
ceeded in winning the contemporary 
ear had it not been for that great mass 
of legendary and romantic material 
which each of these found ready to his 
band, waiting to be moulded into poetic 
form? The fate, however, of Moore's 
poetical narratives. (perhaps we might 
gay of Byron's too) shows that if any 
poetry is to last beyond the generation 
that produced it, there is needed not 
only the romantic material, but also the 
accent, new and true, of the old poetic 
voice. And these volumes show why 
in these late days, when the poet's in- 
heritance of romantic material seemed 
to have been exhausted, there appeared 
one poet to whom the English public 
gave an acceptance as wide almost as 
if he had written in the vernacular like 
Burns or Béranger. 

It is long since any book has been so 
eagerly looked forward to as this. The 
main facts of Tennyson's life have been 
matter of familiar knowledge for so 
many years that we do not propose to 
run over them here once more. Nor 
shall we fill the space at our command 
with the biographer’s interesting per- 
sonal anecdotes. So fierce a light had 
béen beating upon Aldworth and Far- 
ringford that the relations of the pres- 
ent Lord Tennyson to his father were 
pretty generally known. In the story 
of Enalish poetry these relations held a 

lace that was quite unique. What the 
says about the poet's sa- 
gacity, judgment, and sense—es- 
pecially what he says about his insight 
into the characters of those with whom 
he was brought into contact—will be 
challenged by no one who knew him. 


| Still, the fact remains that Tennyson's 


temperament was poetic entirely. And 
the more attention the poet pays to his 
art, the more unfitted does he become 
to pay attention to anything else. For 
in these days the mechanism of social 
life moves on grating wheels that need 
no little olling if the poet is to bring 
out the very best that is within him. 
Not that all poets are equally vexed by 
the special infirmity of the poetic tem- 

ament. Poets like Wordsworth, for 
netance, are supported against the 
world by love of nature and by that 
“divine arrogance” which is sometimes 
a characteristic of genius. Tennyson's 
case shows that not even love of nature 
and intimate communings with her are 
of use in giving a man peace when he 
has not ordseworth’s temperament. 
No adverse criticiam could disturb 
Wordsworth’s sublime  self-compla- 
oency. 

“Tour father.” writes Jowett, with 
his usual wiedom, to Lord Tennyson, 
“was very sensitive, and had an honest 
hatred of being goesiped about. He 
ealled the malignant critics and chat- 
terers ‘mosquitos.” He never felt any 

leasure at praise (except from his 

ends.) but he felt a great pain at 
the injustice of censure. It never oc-

He was one of Nature’s elect who know 
that even the company of-a ddar and 
intimate friend, howsoever close, is a 
disturbance of the delight that inter- 
course with her can afford to the true 
devotee. In a letter to his future wife, 
written from Mablethorpe in 1839, he 
says: 

“I am not so able as in old years to 
commune alone with Nature. .. . 
Dim mystic sympathies with tree and 
hill reaching far back into childhood, a 
known landskip is to me an old friend, 
that continually talks to me of my own 
youth and half-forgotten things, 
indeed does more for me than many an 
old friend that I know. An old park is 
my delight, and I dbuld tumble about, it 
forever.”’ 

Moreover, he was always speculating 
upon the mystery and the wonder of 
the human story. “The farfuture,” he 
says in a letter to Miss Sellwood, writ- 
ten from High Beech in Epping For- 
est, “has been my world always.” And 
yet so powerless is reason in that dire 
wrestle with temperament which most 
poets know, that with all these causes 
for despisirg criticism of his work, 
Tennyson was as sensitive to critical 
strictures as Wordsworth was indif- 
ferent. He fancied, says his biographer, 
“that England was an unsympathetic 
atmosphere, and half resolved to live 
abroad in Jersey, in the south of 
France, or in Italy. He wa~ so far 
persuaded that the English people 
would never care for his poetry that, 
had it not been for the intervention of 
his friends, he declared it not unlikely 
that after the death of Hallam he 
would not have continued to write.” 

And again, in reference to the comple- 
tion of “The Sleeping Beauty,” his son 
says, ‘“‘He warmed to his work because 
there had been a favorable review of 
him lately published in far-off Cal- 
cutta.”’ 

We dwell upon this weakness of Ten- 
nyson’s—a weakness which, in view of 
his immense powers, was certainly a 
source of wonder to his friends—in or- 
der to show, once for all, that without 
the tender care of his son he could 


never in his later years have done the 


work he did. This it was which caused 
the relations between Tennyson and the 
writer of this admirable memoir to be 
those of brother with brother rather 
than of father with son. And those 
who have been eagerly looking forward 
to these volumes will not be disap- 
pointed. In writing the life of any man 
there are scores and scores of facts. 
and documents, great and small, which 
only some person closely acquainted 
with him, either as. relative or as 
friend, can bring into their true light; 
and this it is which makes documents 
so deceptive. Here is an instance of 
what we mean. In writing to Thomp- 
son, Spedding says of Tennyson on a 
certain occasion: “I could not get Al- 
fred to Rydal Mount. He would and 
would not (sulky one!,) although 
Wordsworth was hospitably minded 
toward him.” This remark would in- 
evitably have been construed into an- 
other instance of that churlishness 
which is so often said (though quite er- 
roneously) to have been one of Tenny- 
son's infirmities. But when we read 
the following foot-note by the biog- 
rapher, “‘He said he did not wish to in- 
trude himself on the great man at 
Rydal,” we accept the incident as an- 
other proof of that “humility” which 
the son alludes to in his preface as 


And of such evidence that had not the 
poet’s son written his biography the 
loss to literature would have been in- 
calculable the book is full.. Evidence

of a fine intellect, a fine culture, and a 
sure judgment is afforded by every 
page—afforded as much by what is left 
unsaid as by what is said. The biog-- 
rapher has invited a few of the poet’s 
friends to furnish their impressions of 
him. 
esting; it is pleasant to know what im- 
pression Tennyson made upon men of 
such diverse characters as the Duke of 
Argyll, Jowett, Tyndall, Froude, and 
others. But so far as a vital portrait 
of the man is concerned they were not 
needed, so vigorously does the man live 
in the portrait painted by hfm who 
knew the poet best of all. “For my 
own part,” says the biographer, “I feel 
strongly that no biographer could so 
truly give him as he gives himself in 
his own works; but this may be be- 
cause, having lived my life with him, 


I see him in every word which he has 
written: and it is difficult for me so far 
to detach myself from the home circle 
as to portray him for others. There is 
also the impossibility of fathoming a 
great man’s mind; his deeper thoughts 
are hardly ever revealed. He himself 
disliked the notion of a long, formal 
biography, for 

None can truly write his single day, 

And none can write it for him upon earth. 


However, he wished that, if I deemed 
it better, the incidents of his life should 
be given as shortly as might be without 
comment, but that my notes should be 
final and full enough to preclude the 
chance of further and unauthentic bi- 
ographies. For those who cared to 


know about his literary history he 
wrote “Merlin and the Gleam.” From) 
his boyhood he had felt the magic of 
Merlin--that. spirit of poetry—which | 
bade him know his power and follow’ 
throughout his work a pure and high | 
ideal, with a simple and single devoted- | 
neas and a desire to ennoble the life of | 
the world, and which helped him) 
through doubts and difficulties to “en- 
dure as seeing Him who is invisible.” 
Great the Master,

In his youth he sang of the brook | 
flowing through his upland valley, of 
the “ridgéd wolds” that rose above his 
home, of the mountain glen and snowy 
summits of his early dreams, and of 
the beings, heroes and. fairies, with 
which his imaginary world was peopled.

Still the inward voice told him not to 
be faint-hearted, but to follow his ideal. 
And by the delight in his own romantic 
fancy, and by the harmonies of nature, 
“the warble of water,” and “cataract 
musio of falling torrents,” the inspira- 
tion of the poet was renewed, His 
Eclogues and English Idyls followed, 
when he sang the songs of country life 
and the joys and griefs of country folk,

“That is the reading of the poet’s rid- 
dle as he gave it to me. 
that ‘Merlin and the Gleam’ would 
probably be enough of biography for 
those friends who urged him to write 
about himself. However, this has not 
been their verdict, and I have tried to 
do what he said that I might do.” 

There are many specialists in Ten- 
nysonian bibliography who take 4 
pride (and a worthy pride) in their 
knowledge of the master’s poems. But 
the knowledge of all of these’ specialists 
put together is not equal to that of him 
who writes this book. Not only is 
every line at his fingers’ ends, but he 


‘knows, either from his own memory or 


told him, 
line 


from what his father has 
where and when and why every 
was written. .. 

Again, it is important to get a 
stdtement by one entitled to speak 
with authority as to what 
Tennyson did and what he did 
not believe upon religious matters. He 
had in ‘In Memoriam” and other poems 
touched with a hand so strong and 
sometimes so daring upon the teach- 
ing of modern science, and yet he had 
spoken always so reverently of what 
modern civilization reverences, that the 
most opposite lessons were read from 
his utterances... To one thinker it would 
seem that Tennyson had thrown him- 
self boldly upon the very foremost 
wave of. scientific thought. To another 
it would seem that Wordsworth (al- 
though, living and writing when he did, 
before the birth of the new cos- 
mogony, he believed himself to be still 
in trammels of the old) was by tem- 
perament far more in touch with the 
new cosmogony than was Tennyson, 
who studied evolution more ardently 
than any poet since Lucretius. While 
Wordsworth, notwithstanding a con- 
ventional phrase here and there, had 


‘an apprehension of Nature without the 


ever-present idea of the Power behind 
her, Spinoza himself was not so “God- 
intoxicated” a man as Tennyson. His 
son sets the question at rest in the 
following pregnant words: | 
“Assuredly, religion was no nebulous 
abstraction for him. He consistently 
emphasized his own belief in what he 
called the eternal truths; in an omnipo- 
tent, omnipresent and all-loving God, 
Who has revealed Himself through the 
human attribute of the highest self- 
sacrificing love; in the freedom of the 
human will; and in the immortality of 


the soul...But he asserted that ‘Noth-’ 


ing worthy proving can be proven,’ and 
that even as to the great laws which 
are the basis of science. ‘We have but 
faith, we cannot know.’ e dreaded 
the dogmatism of sects and rash defi- 
nitions of God. ‘I dare hardly name His 
name,’ he would say, and accordingly 
he named Him in ‘The Ancient Sage,’ 
the ‘Nameless.’ ‘But take away belief 
in the self-conscious personality of 
God,’ he said, ‘and you take away the 
backbone of the world.’ ‘On God and 
God-like men we build our trust.’ A 
week before his death I was sitting by 
him, and he talked long of the person- 
ality and of the love of God, ‘That God, 
whose eyes consider the poor,’ ‘Who 
catereth even for the sparrow.’ ‘I 
should,’ he said, ‘infinitely rather fee] 
myself the most miserable wretch on 
the face of the earth with God above, 
than the highest type of man 
standing alone.’ He would allow 
that God is unknowable in ‘his whole 
world-self, and all in all,’ and that 
therefore there was some force in the 
objection made by some people to the 
word ‘Personality’ as being ‘anthropo- 
morphic,’ and that perhaps ‘Self-con- 
sciousness’ or ‘Mind’ might be clearer 
to them; but at the same time he in- 
sisted that, although ‘man is like a 
thing of nought’ in ‘the boundless 
plan,’ our highest view of God must be 
more or less anthropomorphic; and 
that ‘Personality,’ as far as our intel- 
ligence goes, is the widest definition 
and includes- ‘Mind,’ ‘Self-conscious- 
ness, ‘Will,’ ‘Love,’ and other attri- 
butes of the Real, the Supreme, ‘the 
High and Lofty One that inhabiteth 
Eternity, Whose name is Holy.’” 

And then the present Lord Tennyson 
notes also an anecdote of Edward Fitz- 
gerald’'s which speaks of a week with 
Tennyson, when the poet, picking up a 
daisy and looking closely at its crim- 
son-tipped leaves, said, “Does not this 
look like a thinking Artificer, one who 
wishes to ornament?”

and besides “The Lady of Shalott” and 
“Launcelot and Guinevere” he had al- 
ready printed the grandest of all his 
poems—the “Morte d'Arthur.” It 
needed only the “Idylis of the King,’’ 
where episode after episode of the Ar- 
thurian cycle was rendered in poems 
which could be understood by aljl—it 


needed only this for all England to be 


set, reading and re-reading all his 
poems, some of them more precious 
than any of these “Idylls’’—poems 
whose familiar beauties shone out now 
with a new light. 

Ever since then Tennyson's hold upon 
the British public seemed to grow 
stronger and stronger up to the day of 
his death, when Great Britain, and, in- 
deed, the entire English-speaking race. 
went into mourning for him; nor, as 
we have said, has any weakening of 
that hold been perceptible during the 
five years that have elapsed since.

A WALL CABINET. 


A Present That a Boy Can Make 
with His Own Hands.

A useful cabinet can be made almost 
any size for the wall space that may 
be devoted to it in a room, but for gen- 
eral use iit can measure about three 

feet long and proportionately high. 
- Make the end boards 30 inches high 
and 8 inches wide, and the bottom of 
each should be cut out to form a brace- 
let effect as shown in the illustration. 

The top board should measure. 37 
inches long and each of the shelves 36 
inches. They should conform in width 
to the side boards or ends, and they 
need not be more than half or five- 
eighths of an inch in thickness.

‘“‘Lothair,” one of the latest of Lord | 
Beaconsfields’s stories, that the great 
English author and statesman gave to 
the world the secret inspiration of his 
own life. In true autobiographical vein 
is the saying which will always be most 
widely quoted: ‘No career is impos- 
sible to a young man of fair abilities 
and good health if he sets himself de- 
terminedly to deserve and achieve it.”

Israeli, a young and little-known mem- 
ber, tried to make his maiden speech, 
but sat down in confusion after he had 
uttered a few incoherent sentences, 
while hostile auditors coughed and 
jeered at his failure.

Most abundantly was this prediction 
realized as to the future of the young 
member, who had the courage to cling

But with the great majority of man- 
kind there is never such realization of 
the dreams of youth as came to Lord 
Beaconsfield. Judged. by .what they 
had hoped to accomplish, the lives of 
most, even of successful men and wo- 
men, are comparative failures.

The wood construction will then ap- 
pear as shown in figure 1, and the posi- 
tion of the screws may be seen as indi- 
cated by the dots on the side of the 
end board. 

To finish the top nicely a strip of cor- 
nice molding can be mitered around the 
upper edge of the cabinet, and a piece 
can be purchased at a carpenter shop 
for a few cents a running foot. The 
woodwork may be painted or stained 
any desirable color, and, if preferable, 
a back can be made for the cabinet of 
thin ceiling strip, The backing is not 
necessary, however, as the wall paper 
forms @ good background. 

This cabinet should be very securely 
anchored to the wall, as the weight of 
books and vases placed on the shelves 
would necessarily make it heavy. 

Little brass anchoring plates for fur- 
niture that is to be hung against the 
wall can be purchased at hardware 
stores, and three of them should be ee- 
curely screwed fast to both the top and 
bottom shelf. 

To the under side of the top shelf a 
rod and ring can be attached so that 
light curtains may be hung from them, 
and at one side of the cabinet the cur- 
tain may be draped back and caught 
with a ribbon, as shown in the illus- 
tration. This case will be found a 
convenient nook for bric-a-brac, books 
and photographs, and some large vases 
and plates can be accommodated on the 
top.

None of us’ liveth to himself.—[Romans xiv, 7, 
DO not regard self-denial as a re- 
ligious exercise so much a nat- 
ural characteristic. It is the law of 

existence—a law to which every man 
hourly submits, whether he knows it 
or not; a law to which every man 
gladly submits, if he gives it a mo- 
ment’s thought. 

Think of our mutual dependence. 
There is absolutely nothing that you 
can do alone. If you were the only 
man living, there would soon be no 


‘man, living. Even a horse, apart from 


companionship with his’ kind, will 
grow lonely, then weary, then pine 
away and go to his grave. We must 


live with others, and ror others, and 
they for us, if we are to live at all. 
But self-denial has also to do with 
religion. Every man living is your 
brother, since all men living have one 
common Father. Let this idea take 
possession of you, and you will have 
a new and a nobler conception of your 
life, its duties, its responsibilities. 
If rising to a higher plane be the 
purpose in view, the lower nature must 
always be denied. Of all sorts of 
earthly good the price is self-denial, and 
the apostle but expressed a truism of 
nature when he declared, “As dying, 
and behold we live.” The lower must 
be sacrificed for the greater, and the 
coarser. give place to the finer, if there 


is to be any such thing as develop-. 


Every step of the 

way to success is by sacrifice.° We gain 

by losing, we grow by dwindling. We 

live by dying; we have by giving; we 

gratify self by denying self. It is the

I have seen so many rich young mert 
enter life to the dancing jingle of gold, 
and go through life playing an insig« 
nificant role, amounting to nothing, 
fettered by. fashion, circumscribed by 
conventional usages of society, with 
ambition for nothing but to shine:

from honor, hands tied, ambitio 
crushed, sympathies narrowed—that 
have almost come to. consider opu 
lence for a baby a curse. The easiest | 
thing in the world is never the best 
thing. The greatest thing in the world 
is charity, and charity looks. not on 
the things of self, but regards the 
concerns of others. Charity teaches 
the duty of self-denial. 

Make up your mind voluntarily to do 
Without some things. If you are poor, 
accept your enforced abstinence cheer- 
‘fully. If you are rich, institute en- 
forced abstinence. Always keep this 
side of having all you want. If you 
do not occasionally say “no” to your- — 
self, you will not long be your own 
master. Hate a life of ease. Love 
werk. Covet opportunities for self-des 
nial, Court sacrifice. Cheerfully labor 
for others. Do not be looking“out for 
self all the while. Make your presence 
in your home a blessing. Have -the 
little ones there love you, not dread 
your coming. Be a comfort to your 
parents. and an example to your chil- 
dren. You never can do as much for 
your parents as they have done for 
you. You never can gtve them what 
they have given you. 

Even in trade, or the pursuit of your 
profession, establish a reputation, not 
only for fair, but for generous deal- 
ing. Avoid meanness. It is not: neces- 
sary to imitate the pig at a trough 
in order to be a commercial success. 
Be alert, be resolute, be even dogged 
in your powers’ of perseverance: be 
strenuous in effort, unyielding in prin- 
ciples, sharp, if you please, in strik, 
ing a bargain, but with all these be 
willing to think of others’ thoughts, 
care for others’ cares, “put yourself in 
their place,” and deny yourself that 


| 


That which especially marks a supe-— 


rior grade of man, which constitutes 
nobility, philanthropy, greatness of 
character is self-sacrifice, disregard of 
personal gratification, personal indul- 
gence, personal advantage, 
present, because some other 
conduct is more right. Self-denial is 
first discrimination to see what is the 
good, wherein lies the su- 
preme duty, then a calm, deliberaie, 
invincible attachment to this  con- 
duct, whatever betide. 

This belongs only to loftiest charac- 
ters. Weak men cannot know its 
blessings. The best kinds of it must 
come from religious conviction, as the 
best example of ethics must arise from 
the profoundest faith in God. The best 
men we know have been made such by 
the practice of this virtue of self-de- 
nial. The sturdiest stock is most 
blown ahout, and has most to resist. 
The more you trample upon a palm, 
the loftier it lifts its head, and the 
palm. is the symbol of victory. In the 
race for honor, to have is a handicap, 
to want is a stimulus. Our. greatest 
men have acquired both name and 
fame, place and power, chiefly because 
beginning life poor they have early 
learned the lesson of self-denial.

HERE are very many blouses, 

plastrons, corselets and  boleros 
| worn. Whese are braided in gui- 
pure, with embroidery and black Irish 
point over color. The braided blouse 
admits of several effects and worn 
with separate underbodies of colored 
silk, is a very useful addition to one’s 
wardrobe. These blouses are found in 
all sorts of combinations. In lace and 
velvet, guipure and rest jetted, span- 
gled and embroidered with steel. In 
short, anything and everything, more 
or less transparent, that will show a 
pretty lining. 

Here are some very pretty house 
gowns, suitable for other times and 
other occasions than those mentioned 
in a previous letter.

BLENHEIM AND AMERICANISM. 


Changes American Millions Have 
Wrought in the Old Palace. 
{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 
Blenheim Palace has undergone re- 
markable changes since the second 
American Duchess of Maritborough has 
made it her home. This was the invari- 
able remark iast summer of those of 
che Duchess'’s compatriots who had vis- 
ited the palace before the marriage of 
the present Duke. Ten years ago Bien- 
aeim, except for its sige, bore anything 
bul a resemblance to even a modest 
ideal of what a ducal palace should be. 
The picturesque town outside its gates 
was a depressed, unprosperous littie 
village, the vast park and gardens were 
ery. me out for care, which they had no 
promise of receiving, and genteel de- 
cay and the auctioneers were desolat- 
ing the halls and drawing-rooms and 

the great library. 

It was no secret that the roof was 
leaking, and the best of the art treas- 
which Blenheim was so fa- 
mous, had passed into other hands un- 
der the hammer. 

The firet American Duchess did con- 
ecientiousiy roof the whole gigantic 
structure, and introduced some sadly- 
needed fresh upholstery in a few of the 
living reoms, but even her good will 
and-.income could go no further, and it 
has remained for the present lady of 
Bienheim to use the enchanted wand of 
restoration. 

Now, in spite of the fact that the pal- 
ace is vaetly too large for anything but 
a royal residence; that its architecture 
could hardly be as homelike 
or beaut ful, and the interior decorations 
were disgracefully shabby when first 
she saw--it, the little lady who was en- 
gaged to the Duke admired it from the 
first, decided to make it her home, and 
since her marriage has proved her in- 
terest in and affection for the 

ile, 
This fact je clearly patent to the vial- 
ter who saw Blenheim under the old 
régimé, and who stops in the village 
beyond the park gates for a bit of lunch 
and a gossip with any of the sociable 
townsfolk.
